Teachers Seek 12.8% More To Start 


Organized teachers, members of 
the Placentia Unified Education 
Association, who already have two 
different types of guaranteed wage 
increases, are seeking a third 12.8 
per cent boost in their starting 
salaries. 

The demand is included in a 
60-page proposed master contract 
for the 1977-1978 school year. 

The wage hike in beginning pay 
would start a teacher at a base salary 
of $10,934 for nine month's work 
instead of the current $9,693.

Vocational Center Discussed 


Copy to the Courier: 

Board of Education/John Tynes 
Superintendent 

Placentia Unified School District 


As a parent and taxpayer in the 
Placentia Unified School District 1 
thank vou for the quality education 
my children are receiving; however, 
I also wish to express my feelings 
about) educational needs which 
should be addressed. 

A recent Placentia Courier article 
published information about the 
PUSD $1,018,500 cash settlement 
trom Anaheim redevelopment mon- 
ies as well as the additional 
$7,101,720 minimum to be received 
over the next fifteen vears. Since 
many citizens within the Placentia 
Unified School District, including 
myself, have worked for school bond 
elections in the past. | would hope 
that these same citizens might be 
extended the opportunity to make 
suggestions for setting priorities on 
expenditures. 

I was pleased to see a vocational 
high school listed as a project for 
which redevelopment funds might 
be used. Alternative schools for 
secondary students are — badly 
needed. 

In order to receive a high school 
diploma, each secondary student is 
required to develop a “‘saleable 
vocational skill."” Therefore, rele- 
vaney to today’s job market and 
training for that job market is of 
prime importance. But more 
important is that many nonacademi- 
cally motivated students need 
alternative educational vocational 
training just to survive economical- 
ly. In addition, another segment of 
the secondary school population in 
need of job training are those 
students with disabilities served by 
PUSD special education programs. 
Under Federal Legislation P.L. 
94-142 which goes into effect next 
tall, up to 12 per cént of our school 
population may receive — extra 
funding for special education. 
Within the next five vears, funds will 
be available to develop career 
education programs for students 
with disabiliues. 

A vocational educational center 
in our) community to furnish 
intensive job training for all students 
needing alternative approaches not 
turnished by the regular high school 
programs can and should be 
developed. 

A flexible and relevant vocational 
center might serve other community 
education needs as well and might 
not be defined narrowly as a ‘high 
school.” Some of the criteria set for 
a vocational center might involve the 
following: 

(1) Primarily fill the vocational 
training and counseling needs of 


secondary students in both day and- 


mizht classes. 

(2) Secondarily provide vocational 
or avocational — facilities — and 
eguipment to community residents 
as well as secondary students on 
weekends. Citizens with vocational 
skills might welcome the chance to 
share their vocations with others as 
wellas to develop avocational skills. 


A senior citizen might be very 
willing to share his vocational 
expertise with an unskilled adoles- 
cent if community vocational 
programs were structured so that 
the opportunity existed for them to 
work together. Funding for this 
program might evolve from the Civic 
Center Tax Fund (within the School 
Tax) and other community sources. 

(3) Provide Haison with Orange 
County industrial and business 
firms (particularly that industry 
within and adjacent to PUSD school 
boundaries) to determine the kinds 
of skills needed by industry and to 
train students to fill these skill 
needs. As a by-product, furnish 
some type of part-time and full-time 
employment student placement 
service, 

(4) Maintain liaison with 
NOCROP so that a good ROP 
program might be used in 
conjunction with vocational center 
training. Arrange transportation 
(OCTD, minibuses, etc.) so that 
students can take advantage of all 
available vocational training. 

(5) Develop career education 
programs for — students ~~ with 
disabilities (funding from P.L. 
94-142). 

The intensity level of vocational 
training should be based upon 
individual student needs. Students 
who wish to learn a ‘‘saleable 
vocational skill’* in order to support 
themselves through college might 
require a different training level 
than students who are potential 
academic dropouts and who 
desperately need primary economic 
survival skills. The center should be 
flexible enough to serve needs at all 
levels. 

Along with flexibility might come 
creative thinking. Could--the pur- 
chase of a new computer, the 
building of a school warehouse 
and or more administrative offices. 
the expansion of bus and vehicle 
maintenance facilities, facility for 
student mothers, a communica- 
tions center with closed circuit 
television system and the renovation 
of Valencia High School and 
Kraemer Junior High School--all be 
involved with teaching job skills to 
secondary students” 

Perhaps the McFadden ‘‘dilem- 
ma’ might) also” involve some 
flexibility. and creative thinking. 
Why not consider general student 
vocational training needs with the 
McFadden residents’ specific needs 
fora continuing orientation toward a 
community school? Rather than 
close McFadden, might it be 
feasible to consider this school site 
for a vocational center? 

No matter what solutions are 
developed. it is my hope that the 
Placentia Board of Education will 
encourage citizens not only to 
present their needs and problems 
but to be active partners with the 
School Board and administrators in 
seeking productive problem-solving 
approaches for our educational 
system.
